The large crowd of spectators in 
the court room at the Ben Xoble trial 
was 
relieved of the 
monotony of 
routine evidence this afternoon wdien 
one of the State’s attorneys, James 
F. Cox of Columbus, seeming to be 
incensed by not being able to gain his 
point in cross 
examining a witness, 
asked a question which casted a re­ 
flection on the character of the wit­ 
ness, Mid Miss Carrie Wiley, the al­ 
leged sweetheart of Xoble, who was 
a witness this morning. 
The ques­ 
tion angered the defendants attor­ 
neys and hot words 
passed for a 
minute. 
It is the first tilt that the 
lawyers have 
enjoyed 
during the 
course of the trial. 
It finally ended 
in the defense calling the State’s a t­ 
torney, Cox to tile stand and asking 
him to testify. 
John M. Clipps of 
Bartholomew, 
a former employer of Xoble, after be­ 
ing examined by the defense, whose 
witness he was, and whose testimony 
was rather beneficial to the defense, 


Was taken in hand by Mr. Cox. Mr. 
Cox brought out that Clipps had tak­ 
en considerable interest in the trial 
and had brought Miss Carrie Wiley, 
whom he testified formerly worked at 
bis home,' here yesterday, and kept 
ber over night at the instigation of 
the defense, so that she could testify 
for them. 
Ile also insinuated that 
the relations between Clipps and Miss 
Wiley were not what they should be 
wh eld % As. asked if they did not stay 
at the sam® hotel last night and also 
asked questions to 
brine* out That 
Clipps’ wife was not here yesterday 
or last night. When Mr Cox finished, 
seemingly much agitated, uTohn F. 
Osborne, of the defense, also very 
an CTV. put the question to Clipps very 
suddenly if Mr. Cox did not also stay 
at the same hotel Miss Wiley did last 
night. 
Tie replied in the ^affirmative. 
Mr. Osborne called the State’s a t­ 
torney. Mr. Cox. to the 
stand and 
asked him if he did not tell Clipps to 
have Miss Wiley here for the trial, 
sick or well. 
He admitted that he 
did. yet he declared that the defense 
■did not supoena her. 
Mrs. John Clipps testified that she 
had known Xoble ten years and that 
Carrie Mb ley worked for her at one 
time. 
She said Xoble’s 
reputation 
was very good in 
that 
community. 
Mrs. Clipps declared that she had 
seen Xoble 
driving 
through 
'that 
neighborhood with Sprague’s.children 
on many occasions and told of a time 
when he took them to a 
birthday 
'party. 
In cross examination $be* 
State only attempted to bring out 
that Mrs. Clipps was not here last 
night, seemingly with an attempt to4 
discredit her husband’s and 
Miss 
Wiley’s character. 
C. O. Noble of Kentucky, father of 
Ben Xoble was placed on the stand 
late this afternoon and told a story 
which coincided with that of all of 
Xoble’s other relatives who have tes­ 
tified today. 
He related incidents to 
show that Xoble’s mind bad never 


been right from childhood. 
John M. Clipps of 
Bartholomew 
county testified that Xoble had once 
worked for him. 
He said that Xoble 
was employed by Rim eight or nine 
years ago and suddenly disappeared 
one afternoon while they were fan- 
ining wheat lie not seeing Xoble again 
for six months. He testified that Xo­ 
ble’s reputation for peace and quiet­ 
ude was good. Mr. Clipps was placed 
on the stand immediately after the 
noon intermission. The State brough; 
out nothing of importance in cross 
examination. 
James Caskey, editor and p iblislier 
of The Greensburg News, who was a 
State’s witness yesterday, wa* called 
back this afternoon by the defense 
for cross examination.

County Auditor W. L. Risk has re­ 
ceived notice bhat Alex McCarty of 
Knightstown will appear before the 
county commissioners at their April 
session to apply for a license to sell 
intoxicating liquors 
in the town of 
Knightstown, says the 
New Castle 
Courier. 
Unless a remonstrance prevails or 
a local 
option election is 
held at 
Knightstown before that date, there 
seems no doubt but that the commis­ 
sioners can but act favorably on Mc­ 
Carty’s application, proriding he has 
lived up to the other requirements of 
the law. 
The Wayne township remonstrance 
which was effective before the local 
option election, has expired. 
How­ 
ever, there are more than 125 powers 
of attorney made to Asa Sample and 
Thomas Cox, signed by various vot­ 
ers and empowering the two men to 
sign their names against liquor re­ 
monstrances. 
The cards giving the 
power of attorney do not name any 
specific date as to the expiration of 
the legal right contained therein. 
However, there is some question as 
to tile present 
effectiveness of the 
cards. Asa Sample, one of the attor­ 
neys named, is dead, and the other, 
Thomas Cox, is now a resident of 
Rush county. The question of Cox’s 
residence will probably not be consid­ 
ered in any legal difficulties over the 
situation as the number of cards are 
not sufficient to be effective.

Governor Marshall has signed two 
more bills for Senator E. E. Moore, 
soys the Connersville Xews. One Was 
senate bill Xo. 205, the other senate 
bill Xo. 236. 
The first of these, it is learned, was 
designed 
especially to bear on the 
case of the Grand avenue opening. 
It changes practice in 
mandamus 
proceedings. 
Under the old law in 
this matter a plaintiff, asking for im­ 
provements or the like, under writ » f 
mandamus, could recover nothing if. 
peradventure, th*e court decided that 
he had demanded too much. 
Under 
the change, the mandamus proceed­ 
ing is made to be like any other civ" 
'action, and if the plaintiff asks too 
much, but yet has, in the mind of the 
court, some just demand, the amount 
of the same may be given him. This 
change has a 
direct 
effect on the 
Grand 
avenue 
opening 
case—one 
which will be better seen by lawyers 
than by laymen, but 
which 
works 
strongly toward a satisfactory ad­ 
justment of this 
city’s 
difference* 
with the railroad company. 
The other bill, No. 236. amends 
Sections 55 and 249, and provides 
that cities or towns 
may, 
without 
calling elections, extend or improve 
public works already existing. 
Ha . 
this law 
been in force 
when the 
question of new water works was up 
in this city the change might have 
been brought about without election. 
Both these measures are regarded 
as very important 
indeed. 
Their 
passage adds to the excellent record 
of Senator Moore, and will be appre­ 
ciated, it is believed, by the people 
of Connersville as a whole.

The city council met last night in 
a special meeting and passed an or­ 
dinance to regulate the saloons in 
this city. 
The section referring to 
rife saloons locating kl the business 
district was stricken out and a few 
minor changes made. 
One peculiar feature of 'the new 
law is that the saloons are prohibited 
from.having blinds and screens in the 
front end. 
There 
must be a clear 
view of the place from the outside. 
The room in which the saloon is to 
locate must have only one rear door. 
This will mean that at least one place 
will have to wall up or bar its side 
entrances. 
The penalties fixed for 
the violation of this ordinance are 
very severe', the limit being a fine cfefi 
$300 and 5 months in jail. The ordf- 
nooee in full is as follows: 
An ordinance to license and regu­ 
late the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
and directing the arrangement and 
construction of the rooms and furni­ 
ture where such traffic is carried on. 
Section I. Be it ordained by the 
common council of the City of Rush­ 
ville. Indiana, that it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any person, firm or corpora­ 
tion to sell, barter or give away, any 
spirituous, vinous, malt or other in­ 
toxicate g liquor, within the corpor­ 
ate limits of said city, or within two 
miles thereof, in a less quantity than 
•a quart at a time, with the privileges 
of allowing such liquors to be used 
upon the premises where sold, or to 
keep any room, building or house for 
any such purpose, except the same 
be done in pursuance of a 
license 
duly issued tinder the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 2. 
Whenever any person, 
finn or corporation shall duly and 
regularly procure from the Board of 
Commissioners of 
the 
County 
of 
Rush a license to sell, baiter or give 
away spirituous, vinous, malt or other 
intoxicating liquor, in ti less quantity 
than a. quart at a 
time, 
with 
the 
privilege of allowing such liquors to 
be used upon the 
premises 
where 
sold, and shall present such license 
to the city clerk of said city of Rush­ 
ville, together with a receipt from the 
treasurer of said city, showing the 
previous payment, by the applicant, 
to said treasurer, of the sum of Five 
Hundred Dollars, ($500.00) as a li­ 
cense fee, as hereinafter specified, 
then it shall be the duty of such City 
Clerk to issue a license to such ap­ 
plicant as herein specified. 
All li­ 
censes issued under the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be for the term 
of one year, shall be issued to the 
same parties named by the board of 
county commissioners in the issue of 
such license or the transfer thereof, 
and shall be coexistent with the per­ 
iod covered by the license issued by 
said board of 
commisisoners . The 
regular annual license fee 
to 
be 
charged to applicants under the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance 
shall 
be 
Five Hundred 
Dolalrs, 
($500.00) 
which Sim i shall be paid to the city 
treasurer before the city clerk shall 
deliver any such license.

clerk shall keep in his office a dupli­ 
cate copy of any license issued un­ 
der the provisions of this ordinance.

Chicago, M arch 10.—W ith terrific 
force the big plant of the Laflin-Rand 
Pow d er com pany , located near the 
little town of P leasant P rairie, ju ^t 
across the line in W isconsin near Ke­ 
nosha and six ty m iles from Chicago, 
“let go” last night shortly after 8 
o’clock . The shock was felt for m any 
m iles arou nd . 
In Chicago m any large 
bu ild ings in the loop d istrict w ere 
shaken. 
The Boston store, one of the 
largest bu ild ings in the loop, was so 
sev erely shak en tha t large plate glass 
wind ows in the first and second story 
w ere brok en and fell on folk s in the 
stree t below. 
The v illage of P leasant P rairie is 
entirely wiped ou t and not a bu ild ing 
rem ains of a once prosperou s town of 
15 0 inhabitants, while the site of the 
w ork s of the Laflin-Rand Pow d er com­ 
pany is m ark ed only by a great hole 
in the grou nd . 
E stim ates of the d ead place the loss 
of life at forty . T hat is the nu m ber of 
m en actu ally em ploy ed in and abou t 
the w ork s a t the tim e of the giant 
blast. 
The shock of the ex plosion was felt 
in towns across the lak e in Michigan 
and as far aw ay as Rock ford , 111., 
m ore than 100 m iles from Chicago. 
From Ind iana tow ns as far sou th as 
Ind ianapolis 
q u eries 
w ere 
receiv ed 
following the shock , ask ing for d etails 
of the ex plosion.

Dynam iters at W ork on Belt Line of 


Illinois Traction System. 
Springfield , 111., M arch 10.—The im­ 
m ense v iad u ct of the B elt line of the 
Illinois traction sy stem near here was 
w reck ed by d y nam ite. 
A second ex ­ 
plosion an hou r later w reck ed the top 
of the w ork s of the Capitol mine, only 
recently installed at a cost of $4 0,000. 
T he ‘linem en of the M cKinlock com­ 
pany employ ed on the electric line 
w alk ed ou t when an increase in wages 
w as refu sed them and the strik e is 
held responsible for the w reck ing of 
the brid ge.

He testified that me 
v isited Noble in the Marion 
cou nty 
jail when the aPeged mu rderer pro­ 
tested his innooence. 
He said that 
Noble’s repu tation was good. 
The details of the cou ntry romance, 
which was giv en an airing y esterday 
afternoon, when the attorney s for the 
defense cross ex amined Fred W hip­ 
ple, alleged riv al of Ben Noble, were 
re-affirmed and 
strengthened 
this 
morning ju st before dinner when Miss 
Carrie Wiley , the girl who was cou rt­ 
ed by both Noble and Whipple, was 
pu t on the 
stand by the 
defense. 
Miss Wiley 
practically 
confirmed 
ev ery statement that was brou ght ou t 
by the defense in cross ex amination. 
There was a 
general 
ru stle and 
stretching of necks when Noble’s a t­ 
torney s annou nced that Miss

known Ben Noble ten or elev en y ears 
iand kept company with him du ring 
the y ear ju st passed. She stated that 
Noble had told he* he was an Odd 
Fellow, had confided in her enou gh 
•to tell her many of the secrets of the 
order and manner in which he was 
initiated. 
The witness said she knew Fred 
Whipple and had been in his com­ 
pany occasionally . She testified that 
she (had an engagement with Ben No­ 
ble one Satu rday ev ening and Su nday 
fiv e or six weeks before the mu rder 
and that he nev er came, bu t that Fred 
Whipple did. She stated in answer t 
a qu estion th a t she had nev er told 
Whipple to deliv er any 
message of 
any sort to Ben Noble. 
On the day 
following, she said that she saw No­ 
ble and that he tried to ex plain, bu t 
th a t she would not allow him and she 
treated him in a cool manner. 
Later 
she declared that Ben Noble told her 
that Whipple had said he brou ght a 
message to him from Miss Wiley , tell- 
ing him not to come on that day . 
Miss Wiley described another oc­ 
casion, when Fred Whipple came to 
her home and fou nd Ben Noble al­ 
ready there. 
She said Whipple tu rn­ 
ed arou nd immediately and that she 
and Noble, in a rig, drov e behind him 
all the way to Binney . 
The y ou ng woman testified that she 
j was with Noble on the Su nday after­ 
noon before the mu rder on the night 
of the same day . 
She said he re­ 
ferred 
to 
his 
employ er, 
Albert 
Spragu e, sev eral times du ring that 
afternoon, alway s in a v ery compli­ 
mentary way . 
At one time, accord­ 
ing -to the testimony , be told her that 
Spragu e had giv en him $2 to hire the 
rig which they u sed. Miss Wiley as­ 
serted that at another time tha£ a f­ 
ternoon, when they were at Miss Wil­ 
ey ’s sister’s home in Birney Noble re­ 
ferred to his employ er as being a fine 
man and one of the best men in the 
cou ntry .

Spragu e. 
In the cross ex amination of the 
witness, the State brou ght ou t noth­ 
ing aside from what had already been 
related, with the ex ception of the fact 
that Ben Noble had alway s kept his 
engagements with her with the ex ­ 
ception of the one time when he was 
side-tracked by Whipple. 
The greater part of the morning 
was giv en ov er to Noble’s relativ es, 
who were placed on the stand by the 
defense.

cou nty . Kentu cky , bu t that be and his 
half-brother tau ght Ben how to reac 
and write at the age of six teen. 
lie related incidents when Noble 
had the spells” which were v erified by 
Noble’s other relativ es. 
Noble in his 
boy hood talked in his sleep and hac 
to be qu ieted by his relativ es, accord 
ing to the brother, who also testified 
that Noble looked wild and haggart 


after su ch an attack. 
Charles Noble 
was on the witness stand nearly an 
hou r, du ring wtiieh time he referred 
to manv instances du ring Ben Noble’s 
life when he had v isions at night and 
when he saw things 
while 
driv ing 
along the road th at were not really 
there. He also related that his broth­ 
er was 
rather irresponsible when a 
boy , that he often ran away withou t 
any annou ncement as to his plans 
and would be gone for some time, lie 
told of one incident when Ben Noble 
ran away fronr hfs home in Kentu cky ; 
walked to the Ohio riv er, crossing it 
and coming u p into Indiana. 
Charles Noble testified th at he was 
in the Marion cou nty jail fiv e times 
to see his brother. 
The first time he 
said his brother and he had a con­ 
v ersation abou t a lodge pin and that 
it was not u ntil the second time that 
the 
su bject of the 
m u rder 
was 
broached.

El Paso, Tex., March 10.—In his 
first clash with federáis Francisco Ma­ 
dero was badly defeated and lost some 
of his best men, who wrere Americans. 
The federáis lost heavily, also. 
The 
battle 
was 
fought 
at 
old 
Casas 
Grandes, 225 miles south of here, and 
the insurrectos were routed in the 
battle but continued on the march 
toward Chihuahua. It is reported, but 
not yet confirmed, that the rebels soon 
rallied and returned, completely de­ 
feated the federáis and captured the 
town of Casas Grandes. 
The fighting 
was between the command of Samuel 
G. Cuellar, aide de camp of the staff 
of President Diaz, and the insurrecto 
command of Madero. 
Thirty-six of the Americans in Ma­ 
dero’s command are k nown to have 
been captured, and among the dead 
four Americans were seen in one pile. 
They were in the front rank s of the 
insurrectos. 
The insurrectos lost 200 
k illed and wounded. 
They also lost 
200 horses and twelve wagons loaded 
with provisions and ammunition. 
Some field guns captured by Ma­ 
dero’s advance guard when it en­ 
trapped Colonel Escuedero’s federal 
force on the Santa Maria river a week 
ago, were captured from the rebels, 
who did not have sufficient ammuni­ 
tion to operate them, while the fed­ 
eráis had plenty of ammunition and a 
field gun, with which they shelled the 
rebels. The battle lasted about eleven 
hours. 
By a flank movement of fed­ 
eral cavalry the insurrecto prisoners 
were tak en. 
Most of the prisoners 
were Americans who refused to run.

CHIHUAHUA’S CAPITAL 


IN IMMINENT DANGER 


Rebels Closing In On Capital ot 


Northern State. 


Torreon, Mexico, March 10. — W ith 
the object of converging with 
a force 
of several hundred rebels that is ad­ 
vancing toward Chihuahua from Sahu- 
arich, Pascual Orozco’s force of rebels, 
numbering about 500 men, has been

the Av ailable Federal Troops Hav e 


Been Rus hed South. 


W ashington, March 10.—There is no 
longer doubt as to why practically all 
the available federal troops now in the 
country have been rushed to Texas 
and 
lower 
California. 
The 
veil 
that has been thrown by officials high 
and low aboü t the joint “m aneuvers” 
of the army and navy along the Mexi­ 
can border and in the Gulf of Mexico 
has been put aside. 
First of all the government feared 
the formation of an insurrection gov­ 
ernm ent in Lower California. 
With 
the formation of such a government 
the United States would be compelled 
to k eep continual watch on the whole 
southern frontier. 
Secondly it was feared that Ameri­ 
can property in Mexico, valued at hun­ 
dreds of millions, might be swept 
away, and it was desired to protect as 
well the interests of foreigners who, 
k eeping in mind the Monroe doctrine, 
might look naturally to the"’ United 
States for such protection. 
Third, it was determined to stop 
friends of the Mexican insurrectos 
from carrying supplies that were con­ 
traband of war across the Rio Grande 
from Texas. 
Last of all it was be­ 
lieved that “m aneuvers” in Texas at 
this time would show the “Jingoes” 
in congress and elsewhere that the 
army could be mobilized in case of 
difficulty in rem ark ably quick time. 


No Back ing Out Now. 


The army is going to Texas and it 
is going to stay there until there is 
reason to believe that serious trouble 
in Mexico is no longer probable. 
It 
will patrol the border line with a fine- 
tooth comb and if necessary it will 
step in to prevent anarchy and revo­ 
lution that would endanger lives and 
property of Americans and foreigners. 
The step was tak en advisedly and no 
retreat is contemplated. 
Opinions differ in W ashington as to 
the lik elihood of developments on the 
Mexican frontier which may require 
intervention on the p art of the United 
States. 
Obviously the 
government 
authorities believe that the situation 
is too serious to w arrant the tak ing of 
any further chances. 
There is good 
reason to doubt that this government 
itself has an*r detailed a 4* accurate 
conclusion of the conditions in Mexico. 
Henry Lane Wilson the ambassador 
to Mexico made a gloomy rep ort of 
conditions when he was in W ashing­ 
ton early in the week , but he was 
obliged to ack nowledge that he him­ 
self could not tell the exact status of 
the rebellion. 
Conflicting reports from credible 
sources are given out on the condition 
of President Diaz’s health. 
The Mex­ 
ican 
embassy 
declares 
upon 
the 
strength of official reports that the 
aged executive is in good physical and 
mental condition. On the other hand, 
statem ents from sources in W ashing­ 
ton, sources which are accurate, say 
that President Diaz’s health is fast 
declining and that his grip of affairs 
has slipped away with the advancing 
years. 
United States officials deny 
that they have received any alarming 
information as to his health, although 
there is good reason to believe that 
possible contingencies regarding his 
death were among the subjects dis­ 
cussed by Ambassador Wilson in his 
recent conferences with the W ashing­ 
ton officials. 


To Patrol Border Line. 
The events of the 
last two days 
mak e it absolutely certain now that no 
single development was responsible 
for the sudden decision on the part of 
the president and his advisers to hur­ 
ry 20,000 troops to the Mexican fron­ 
tier. The mobilization is the outcome 
of many circumstances, all of which 
led to the conclusion that it would be 
the part of wisdom to have a force in 
readiness on the Mexican frontier for 
use in emergency. 
The consideration 
of greatest importance was the pro­ 
tection of American and other foreign 
interests 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
United 
States has something lik e $1,500,000,- 
000 invested in Mexico and there are 
between 60,000 and 70,000 Americans 
living in that country. 
The scout cruiser 'Chester has been 
ordered from Pensacola to Tampico. 
Mexico. 
The navy dep artm ent gives 
no explanation of the sending of the 
war vessel to the eastern coast of 
Mexico, but this latest development 
fits in with the impressive military 
demonstration that is being made for 
the protection of American and other 
foreign properties in Mexico.
